The Legislature of Massachusetts 
will be asked to remove this prohibition 
and. if this is done, the stock of the 
holding company will be transferred at 
once to five trustees, and, after arrange- 


ments have been made to protect the | 


minority stock of the holding company, 
they shall sell the Boston & Maine stock 
prior to Jan. 1, 1917. 

“2. The stocks of the companies which 
control the Connecticut and Rhode Island

His own care to 
keep himself unspotted from the taint 
of slavery was not self-protection, but 
the practical working out of his con- 
viction that the “vessel of the Lord” 
must itself be pure. So, being graciously 
entertained as a minister, he scrupled 
to accept food and shelter earned by 
slave labor, and lovingly entreated to 
be allowed to pay for it. by leaving its 
equivalent with ‘the slaves or in the 
hands of the master for their benefit. 
When this was not possible he would 
often share the accommodations of the 
slaves, or lie in the open air. Silver 
dishes being articles of luxury bought 
by slave labor, he preferred not to use 
them. Dyed garments became to him the 
symbols of hypocrisy and uncleanliness, 
and at much cost to his sensitive dislike 
of conspicuousness, he eschewed them.

TOMATOES ON 
SIDE OF A SHED 


Last spring we planted aout a dozen 
thrifty tomato plants along the east and 
south sides of our shed, writes a contrib- 
utor to the Woman’s Home Companion. 
As they grew, we fastened the plattts to 
the walls of the shed with strips of old 
stockings and tacks. The vines grew to 
be over seven feet high and were loaded 
with fruit. When the nights began to get 
frosty, we covered them with pieces of 
burlap tacked to the walls of the shed. 
We had ripe tomatoes from these vines 
for weeks after the garden ones were 
frozen,

With the 
bills of fare made out a long while in 
advance, marketing is fitted to them. 
This nadcessitates, of course, a knowl- 
edge of foods in season. I never go to 
market without knowing what I am go- 
ing to buy, and about what it will cost 
me. I may see very cheap or attractive 
things on the stalls. The cheaper ones 
are frequently stale and the attractive 
ones “out of season,’ hence costly and 
perhaps valueless as food. The house- 
wife who goes to market and then makes 
her bills of fare late in the day, each 
day in the week, is the one who finds 
cooking and house! eeping drudgery, and 
her marketing bills three times as much 
as they should be.

I have a regular system, but not a/|

Library Book-Menders 


Lhe New York public library system 
has a yearly circulation of * 8,000,000 
books. Seventy-five thousand have to be 
rebound and 90,000 withdrawn and dis- 
carded at the end of the year. Sometimes 
the books can be patched up. A strip of 
linen may renew a binding, but more are 
sent to be rebound, and sometimes they 
are too torn and soiled to be of further 
use. Sometimes in the branch libraries 
ampong the poorer quarters of the cities 
the most serious books show the most 
wear, While in the better parts of the 
city the “best sellers” are read con- 
stantiv, but do not get soiled. A well- 
bound book of course outlasts half a 
dozen flimsy bindings, and the very qual- 
,ity of the paper also helps determine 
how much soil the pages take on and 
how torn or dogs-eared they become. In 
older times book mending was not a 
definite part of the library system. Any 
member of the library staff who hap- 
pened to be at leisure for an hour took 
a turn at this repairing. Now, however, 
the work is in charge of a trained and 
eflicient young woman who decides the 
ease of each derelict.

America’s Flora in 1773 


William Bartram, who known as 
America’s first botanist, probably knew 
his North America better than any. other 
man of his day, though we are amazed 
when we read how intimately Thomas 
Jefferson seemed to have studied his own 
Virginia and the topography of other 
regions. When William Bartram started 
to explore the country in 1773 it was 
considered so extreme an undertaking 
that he could hardly prevail on any one 
to go with him. Bartram’s journal be- 
trays how the solitudes took hold of 
him when he knew himself alone among 
hostile Indians far from any white set- 
tlement. He says that the jealousy of 
the Cherokees was easily roused, espe- 
cially when they saw men peeping among 
the rocks and digging up the earth-~ He 
sometimes traveled for miles alone on 
horseback through swamps of hundreds 
of acres, where his horse might at any 
moment sink to the knees. On the east 
coast of Florida he could not sleep for 
the noise of the crocodiles. In these days 
the flowers of the South, so it was said, 
had to be chopped down with an axe, 
and it was here that he first saw 
agaves, ag he called them. They. grew 
in a forest, the scapes rising to a height 
of 30 feet, where the plant branched into 
pyramidal trees. These are now found 
in most American gardens and are called 
Adam’s needles, the yucca lily, or the 
Spanish bayonet. Bartram discovered 
the Fraser magnolia, the least widely 
distributed of this splendid genus. His 
“Travels” were published in 1791, and his 
list of American birds was the most com- 
plete before Wilson's.

shaped. The sponge of the markets is 
merely the skeleton, the supporting 
framework which -gives strength and 


form to the soft gelatinous tissues of the 
living animal. 

The old method of gathering the sponge 
was to wade int@ the shallow waters 
and pull up the growth by hand. Later 
the sponge hook, a two or three-tined 


introduced, and deeper water could be 
fished. The fisherman jn his boat closely 
scanned the bottom of the water for 
sponges, tearing them loose and deposit- 
ing them in the boat by means of this 
hook.

Dickens and Cant 


The vice of insincerity AS exposed and 
castigated in Dickens’ pages, and par- 
| ticularly in the character of Mr. Peck- 
sniff, was dealt with by Mr. Cowie in a 
lecture delivered recently to the Glasgow 
Dickens Society. He questioned if any- 
where in his books they would find 
Dickens’ anger at whiter heat. his sar- 
ecasm more contemptuous and biting, 
than when he is exposing hypocrisy and 
|'unmasking his canting rogues. The lec- 
‘turer totally disagreed with the bril- 
;liant literary critic, Chesterton, when 
the latter saw in Pecksniff merely “a 
gigantic grotesque.” and not the char- 
acter which, though in some xespects a 
little overdrawn, was essentially true to 
life.

Keeping Time in Congrega-

An electrical device for keeping time 
for congregational singing has been in- 
vented. A light in full sight of the 
people is made to flash in time with the 
pedals of the organ by the use of elec- 
tricity.

UNDER the auspices of the National High- 
ways Association, a neat and interesting pam- 
phlet, prepared by the president of that 
Not Nation, | organization and entitled “Why National 
_ _|| Highways Are Necessary to the Automo- 
Should Build) bile,” has recently been published. It 1s 
, | embellished with a map of the state of Ala- 
Highways | bama showing 1500 miles of national high- 
| ways proposed by the association. These 
~~ highways, a note informs the reader, will 
directly serve 1,543,335 inlabitants of the counties through which 
they pass, or the equivalent of 72 per cent of the. population of the 
state. Indirectly they will serve, it is held, a population of 555,830, 
or 26 per cent of the total state population, bringing the total number 
of people to be benefited by the improvements up to 2,099,163. 
These figures are impressive. Similar maps of other states, making 
similar exhibits of the results to be attained under a federal road 
construction policy, “are being prepared by the association, and will 
be issued as soon as possible.”’ 
Like the map, the pamphlet itself is intended to be educational. 
The end sought is that of convincing the reader that national high- 
ways are necessary to the automobile because the state and local 
governments cannot provide them and should not be expected to 
do so. Each township, county and state that builds roads, it 1s 
contended, will invariably build them without reference to the work 
of any other community, and without thought of continuity of the 
interstate routes so essential to the proper development of automobile 
traffic. “‘The only equitable solution of the difficulty, and the solu- 
tion which we are slowly but surely coming to,” it is insisted, “‘1s 
to entrust the construction, maintenance and control of these inter- 
state routes to the national government. When we shall adopt this 
solution we shall then have made an enormous stride in the direc- 
{ion of good roads everywhere.” This is true to the extent that, 
with national appropriations available, “everywhere” would soon 
be found clamoring for national highways, and the total revenues 
of the United States would be insufficient to satisfy the demand. 
The amount of local and state expenditures upon highways in 
the United States up to the present time aggregates not merely mil- 
lions but billions of dollars. Massachusetts had a splendid and a 
costly state-built system of highways before the automobile came 
into use. It is still engaged in developing this system at its own 
expense. New York has appropriated $50,000,000 for road improve- 
ment. That state completed 1000 miles of new highways last year. 
California, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania—other states in the different sections—are either spending 
large sums on road construction now or are prepared to do so this 
year. It is the conviction of thinking people throughout the country 
that for the national government to go beyond the point of encour- 
aging this work with small aid appropriations would be a grave 
mistake. Alabama and other states which the National Highways 
Association has in thought in connection with national appropria- 
tions would much better follow the example of the sister states, 
which in some instances have chosen rather to make great sacrifices 
in behalf of their independence in this respect than to invite con- 
ditions almost certain to encourage raids upon the federal treasury.

THE proposal to lay out the fountain square, 
in Kensington Gardens, as a monument to 
Drake and the Armada, has been the occa- 
sion for an animated little controversy 
between Colonel Collinson and Professor 
Laughton. To listen to these gentlemen 
exchanging their breadsides is to be reminded 
of that battle, in the last century, over the 
claims of Rodney and Douglas to the honor 
of having conceived the famous maneuver 
of breaking the lines. Professor Laughton declares that the com- 
mittee may put up a statue to Drake in every town in the kingdom, 
but that what he objects to is the claim that Drake and not Howard 
of kifftingham was the virtual commander of the fleet which crushed 
the Armada. Colonel Collinson retaliates that there are’ statues 
enough of Drake and to spare, and that what his committee wants 
is a great memorial to the man who above all others was the incarna- 
fion of the spirit which drove the Spanish galleons to their doom 
through the narrow seas. 

Both the combatants are probably right in their contentions. 
Lord Howard was incontestably lord high admiral, and no doubt 
he carried out his trust in a thoroughly efficient way. He had, how- 
ever, under his flag a body of seamen the like of which has never 
sailed together before or since. The committee’s proposal, therefore, 
invites the planning of a memorial roughly on the lines of the Prince 
Consort's monument, on the other side of the gardens, treated after 
the manner of the famous statue of Frederick the Great in Berlin. 
Such a conception would give Lord Howard the place Professor 
Laughton insists he is entitled to whilst placing Drake, where he 
would certainly have desired, in the ranks of that wonderful band 
of mariners who listened to the famous jest on Plymouth Hoe:

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He was playing at Plymouth a rubber of bowls 
When the great Armada came; 

But he said, “They must wait their turn, good souls,” 
And he stooped and finished the game. 


There was no lack of heroes on Plymouth Hoe that day for 
the fashioning of the proposed memorial. Howard and Drake him- 
self were there. Hawkins who ran home from San Juan d’Ulloa, 
with half a crew, and his son Richard, “the compleat seaman.”’ 
Martin Frobisher, the arctic explorer, Fenner of “the seven Portu- 
gals,” and Sir Robert Southwell, captain of the Elizabeth Jonas, of 
which much has been heard lately in connection with the sixteenth 
century ship found ,at Woolwich. Walter Raleigh and Richard 
Grenville, who in the Revenge fought forty-three Spaniards off 
Flores in the Azores. If a,man could not build a memorial out of 
material like that he would fail over anything. The question, how- 
ever, is whether any one is going to get the chance.

THERE is excuse for bringing the present and 
growing popularity of cotton fabrics into 
comparison with the use of cotton weaves 
and cotton prints between 1861 and 1866. 
The stoppage of cotton growing over Jarge 
areas in the South of the United States dur- 
ing this period, and the embargo upon such 
as was raised, the two combining to create 
a worldwide scarcity of the staple, caused 
prices tor cotton manufactures te advance 
steadily during the first three years of the civil war. On the other 
hand, owing to the heavy duties upon, and consequent increased 
cost of imported materials of all kinds, there never was a time in 
the United States when cotton dress goods were in greater relative 
demand. The calico dress soon became an expensive costume, as 
compared with its former standing. Printed products of the mills 
of New England ran up to 50 cents a yard in many parts of the 
country ; in the then remote West and Southwest they often brought 
as high as 75 cents a yard. No more material than was absolutely 
necessary went into calico dresses in those days; ten yards was the 
usual “pattern” ; but even when all economies were practised, the 
price of a cotton gown complete, including making, might easily 
reach $10. , 

After the civil war, the women of the United States having 
become tired of calicos, turned to various other weaves. It cannot 
be said, speaking roundly, that cotton fabrics were in vogue to any 
great extent in the next fifty years. A year ago we had occasion 
to call attention to the increasing manufacture of cotton dress goods 
and to their increasing use. It would seem that both the manufac- 
{ture and wear of these goods have grown within the last twelve 
months, until now the summer of 1914 bids fair to be noted for 
their unquestioned establishment in the world of fashion. 

These, however, are not the cotton fabrics of other days. There 
would be little hope now for the calicos of the middle nineteenth 
century. Inventive genius, mechanical skill, refined taste have united 
to produce trom the cotton staple cloths that were not dreamed of 
by the factors of the civil war period. They represent, in many 
respects, the very highest expression of the weaving art, and they 
otten command, because of their novelty and because fashion has 
brought them into great demand, higher prices than are placed upon 
woolens, serges and silks. Cotton and cheapness are no longer 
synonymous; the infusion of more intelligence into transformation 
of the raw material into the finished product has made the difference 
between the new weaves and the old. Even the less expensive cotton 
fabrics of the present time bear the stamp of added quality that 
fifty years of study and experience have given all the products of the 
industry. 
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“NO MAN and no nation can do without relig- 
ion. We cannot live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God. . ...

But whatever the audience, 
he aims to leave an inspiration for higher things by humanity and 
especially a desire for civic duty. The significance of this fact is 
best appreciated by those who know how far apart literature and 
religion, authors and the church, often have found themselves during 
the era now closing. But the current is running otherwise today. 
else it were out of the question to find a young singer like Alfred 
Noyes so militant tor peace, so belligerent a theist, and so ardent in 
rebuke of unbelief and worldliness. 

The United States has no young artist employing verse as a 
medium who ts at all comparable with Mr. Noyes in significance as 
a teacher of truth in its civic and ethical relations; but it can sum- 
mon Mr. Churchill. trom the ranks of story writers and with con- 
siderable satisfaction point to him as one who takes his art and 
humanity’s betterment seriously. Creating for himself a large fol- 
lowing of readers interested in him primarily as a story-teller, he is 
now ina position to teach that constituency what he conceives to 
be the truth concerning themes that many readers of fiction would 
usually evade. Hence in any appraisal of the human factors now 
most influential in teaching citizens of the republic the higher applica- 
tions of democracy, Mr. Churchill would have to be reckoned with.

pulpits, confers with statesmen and publicists, and utters himself 
face to face with the people.

IN vrEW of the approaching centenary of the composition of 
the “Star-Spangled Banner,” and the probability that there will be 
much singing of it in public, it might save some embarrassment if 
the people of the United States in general should commit the words 
to memory. 
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Our despatch from Los Angeles, telling ot 
the results of the first day's field work of 
eight women attaches of the assessor's office 
ot that city, revealed at least one eloquent 
phase of the operation of the personal tax. It 
appears that these eight women, vested with 
the power of deputies, were highly compli- 
mented by their superior for the tact and 
ability with which they had pertormed the 
delicate task assigned them.

According to this deputy it 1s going to take some time to convince the 
women called upon—housekeepers, for the most part—that the 
visits are not for the purpose of prying into private aftairs. “Ot 
course, in this line of work,” says the deputy, “we have to ask 
questions and keep our eyes open and look through the rooms and 
appear to be exceedingly inquisitive in order to ascertain what prop- 
erty should be assessed, but we merely do this to be thorough in 
our work.” 

Male deputies have often performed such labor, not necessarily 
in Los Angeles, in behalf of the personal tax, and in such circum- 
stances it has been unbearable. The Los Angeles plan of employing 
women is a decided improvement. Not only are housekeepers 
spared much embarrassment, but it is to be presumed that this method 
of levying an assessment will result in a fairer spread of taxation 
than has been possible under the guessing system so widely prevalent. 

But does it not strike the thoughtful reader that the form ot 
taxation which compels resort to such a method of assessment, in 
crder to overcome other forms only less objectionable in degree, is 
essentially and hopelessly wrong? It is only necessary to think for 
<2 moment to realize how grossly it violates good taste, the privilege 
of domestic privacy and good sense. If there must be domicihary 
visits in behalf of the personal tax, then by all means let them be 
made by tactful women; but would it not be conducive to individ- 
ual rights as well as to public interests, in the long run, to abolish a 
taxing system that can go to the length of ferreting in the homes 
of the people for things assessable? 
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APPOINTED United States minister to Colom- 
bia last June, Thaddeus A./ Thomson has 
now arrived in Bogota, the capital ot the 
republic which shows more willingness than 
formerly to bring the Panama question to a 
satisfactory settlement. Mr. Thomson never 
held any official position previous to his 
appointment by President Wilson. <A lawyer 
by profession, a Texan prominent in state 
and national politics, the new representative 
to Colombia has devoted himself largely to his plantation and his 
ranch. It may be said for him, perhaps, that he has begun his impor- 
tant task free from entangling opinions and that he will try to the 
utmost to help his own nation and the country to which he has 
been accredited toward the solution of a problem that many hope 
will be accomplished before the Panama canaz ts opened. 

The Colombia-Panama matter evidently requires much com- 
mon sense and as little red tape as possible for a satisfactory adjust- 
ment. Next August the President-elect. Jose Vicente Concha, takes 
office on the retirement of Carlos R. Restrepo. The present incum- 
bent, let it be added, lately has been anxious to bring the Panama 
controversy to a finish, but there have been a number otf side tssues 
to adjust simultaneously, and from what appears now it ts likely 
that the present Colombian administration will not be charged with 
bringing negotiations to a close. 

In some particulars Mr. Thomson's presence at Bogota, pre- 
liminary to Sr. Concha taking. office, will be an advantage to the 
United States in the coming settlement of the Panama affair. The 
fact that the minister is a newcomer in the arena of diplomacy may 
The United States 
representative no doubt knows Mr. Wilsons desire to treat 
all South and Central American nations with due respect, and that 
patronizing them is decidedly distasteful to the President. Colombia 
may consider her national honor an issue still and reparation may 
involve monetary compensation. Yet it seems apparent that the 
United States-Colombia-Panama case is advancing. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Thomson’s good offices may be effective in bettering the 
relationship between three countries that have much to gain from 
conciliatory approaches and mutual well-doing.
